The new Chinese fighting craft

During the 
five 
years prior to tho depression the 
United States furnished S9.8 per 
cent of tho world's cotton for mill 
consumption; durlnpr the last three 
years tho United States has fur- 
nished only 43 per 
cent of 
it. 
Is the world's decrease in 
the 


consumption of United States cot- 
ton from an average of 14,774,000 
bales during the five years end- 
Ing 1928-29 to an average of over 
11,981,000 bales during the last 
three years due to a decline in 
world consumption of all kinds of 
cottqn? 
Thnt such 
is not 
tho 


case, Is illustrated by the 
fact 
that during the five years prior 
to tho 
depression 
the 
mills of 


the world consumed an average 
of only 24,702,000 bales of 
cot- 


ton. 
During 
1838-37 
they 
con- 


sumed about 30,800,000 hnlos and 
If wo had 
furnished 
59.8 
per 


cent it would have meant 18,400,- 
000 bales Instead of about 13,- 
000,000 bales actually consumed. 


The facts which we may as 


well face frankly are that 
the 


loss of world 
consumption 
of 


American cotton has been 
duo 


entirely to declining foreign con- 
sumption of American cotton, and 
from 1928-1930 through 1938-37 the 
straight-line trend of foreign con- 
sumption of American cotton de- 
clined at 
the alarming annual 
rate of 280,000. During that same 
period 
foreign 
consumption 
of 


foreign grown cotton Increased at 
the 
rate 
of 824,000 bales, per 


year. 


World Consumption Figures. 
One of the explanations now 


being offered for this huge loss 
of foreign markets for America's 
greatest staple product, and tho 
foundation of the economy of tho 
South, is that foreigners 
would 


have taken the foreign 
market 


anyway. 
Let us again examine 


tho facts. The United States De- 
partment of Agriculture has pub- 
lished complete figures on world 
consumption of all cotton back 
to 1915-16. Based on these 
fig- 


ures tho 
straight-lino trend of 


world consumption of all cotton 
from 1915-18 through 1928-29 in- 
creased at the rate 
of 
628,000 
bales annually. The world trend 
of consumption of American cot- 
ton during that same time rose 
at the rate of 315,000 bales an- 
nually, -whereas the upward trend 
of world consumption of foreign 
grown cotton rose at the rate of 
only 211,000 bales 
annually. 
In 


other words, the annual Increase 
In world consumption of Ameri- 
can cotton during this period was 
104,000 bales greater than world 
consumption of 
foreign 
grown 


cotton. 


Were we not 
losing 
foreign 


markets 
for 
American 
cotton 


prior to 1929? No, not if figures 
published by the 
United States 


Department of Agriculture 
are 


correct. Foreign consumption of 
all cotton 
from 1915-16 through 


1928-29 Increased at the rate of 
478,000 bales annually. 
Now, of 


this annual Increase of 
478,000 
bales of foreign consumption of 
all .cotton, the United States 'fur- 
nished 270,000 bales and 
foreign 


producers only 208,000 bales. The 
fact is then the 
United States 


was more than holding Its own 
in 
world 
markets 
for 
cotton 


down through 1928-29; but 
since 
that 
date 
foreign 
exports of 


American cotton have declined to 
an alarming extent, even though 
world annual consumption of all 
cotton since 1929-30 has increased 
at a greater rnto than prior to 
1929-30, na already shown. 


Many Facts Stand Out. 
Regardless 
of tho 
causo 
or 


causes of the astonishing loss of 
foreign 
markets 
for 
American 


cotton, there are many facts that 
stand out and are acknowledged. 
One Is that cotton growers must 
have 
compensation 
for 
present 


handicaps, and tho other is that 
compensation cannot now be tak- 
en out 
of foreign cotton 
mar- 


kets. 
The real issue 
then 
Is 


where to get the money to pro- 
vide the relief. 


It Is being seriously proposed, 


In spite of recent experiences in 
foreign 
markets, to attempt 
to 


take compensation for the cotton 


growers out 
of their 
domestic 
market by means of a processing 
tax on the cotton 
bought 
by 
American 
mills. 
Inevitably 
the 


assumption behind this proposal 
Is that tho people in tho United 
States will be willing, or can be 
forced, 
to 
maintain 
their 
pur- 


chases of cotton goods regardless 
of such consumption 
taxes. 
Is 
that a 
valid 
assumption? 
Is 


there not already enough 
evi- 


dence to prove that a processing 
tax on cotton is a subsidy for 
competing textiles and other prod- 
ucts which will destroy tho home 
market for cotton as surely, If 
not as rapidly, aa control and 
subsidy loans aided In losing for- 
eign markets? 


Foreign 
cotton 
growers 
took 


advantage of our refusal to sell 
cotton 
at prevailing prices and 


captured 
our 
foreign 
markets; 


while foreign customers like Ger- 
many and Italy, pressed by nec- 
essity resulting from lack of ex- 
change to buy cotton, developed 
synthetic substitutes. Just as for- 
eign 
cotton 
growers 
took 
our 


foreign cotton markets and have 
been 
tho 
real 
beneficiaries 
of 


our policy of loans above mar- 
ket price and 
enforced 
restric- 


tion of production, competing tex- 
tile Industries, especially synthet- 
ic fibers, will take domestic mar- 
kets and be the 
chief 
benefi- 


ciaries of the processing tax. 


Competing Goods, 


It would be a very bad mistake 


to assume that competing 
tex- 


tiles and other products will not 
be substituted to a considerable 
extent for cotton goods 
if 
the 


price of cotton goods is artificial- 
ly raised. A very large share of 
the great volume of purchases of 
cotton goods 
Is attributable 
to 


the relatively low price of 
tho 
goods, and as surely as the price 
is raiscu those purchases will de- 
cline relatively. 


It Is not necessary, however, to 
guess 
concerning 
the 
effect of 


the processing tax on cotton con- 
sumption In the United States as 
we have had over two years of 
experience with it. During 1932- 
33, the last year before tho pro- 
cessing tax came Into existence, 
the United States consumed 6,000,- 
000 bales of cotton. During the 
first year of tho processing tax 
our consumption was reduced to 
about 6,500,000 bales, and during 
the second year to 5,200,000 bales. 
The first year after the tax was 
removed, 
consumption 
rose Im- 


mediately to 6,2<jO,000 hales. 


The most aggressive competi- 


tor of cotton consumption in the 
United States Is synthetic fiber. 
Does It mean anything to those 
who would attempt to solve the 
problems of cotton growers by a 
processing tax 
on 
cotton 
to 


know that from 1932 to 1933, the 
year tho processing tax was in- 
troduced, that rayon and staple 
fiber production Increased In iho 
United States 
nearly 
80,000,000 


pounds, equivalent to about 180,- 
000 bales 
of 
cotton; 
and 
that 


production In tho United States 
this year seems destined to ex- 
ceed 300,000,000 pounds? Does It 
mean anything to say that rayon 
staple 
fiber 
prices 
have 
been 


reduced from about forty cents 
per pound in 1933 to twenty-five 
cents in 1937? 
Is It slgnlficent 
that tire manufacturers can make 
better tires out of rayon 
than 


cotton, or that better sails for 
ships can be made of rayon than 
of either cotton or linen, and that 
the change from one to the other 
Is a matter of price? 


In Need of Compensation. 


Certainly If the cotton growers 


were 
entitled 
to adjusted 
com- 


pensation In 1933, and they were, 
they are 
In double need of It 


now In view of the loss of for- 
eign markets. The big question 
Is; Is It wise or safe to attempt 
to levy tribute on cotton grow- 
ers' domestic market, especially 
•with a processing tax? 


The processing tax Is an un- 


sound 
method of 
taxation 
be- 


cause of the nccesalty of pyramid- 
Ing costs the consumer will pay 
far more than can ever be col- 
lected and returned to the cot- 
ton growers; the tax 
will 
fall 


heaviest on tho poorest people be- 
cause they buy tho' coarse heavy 
goods made of the poorest qual- 
ity cotton; it will subsidize com- 
peting products and it will not 
only reduce the demand for cot- 
ton, but It will be cumulative and 
lack of demand Is the foundation 
of the cotton problem. It Is pos- 
sible for 
tho 
solution 
of such 


fundamental problem to come out 
of such Iniquities? 


WHILE TURKEY RAISING STILL 


SIDE LINE OF TEXAS FARMERS 


REVENUE SOURCE IMPORTANT 


AUSTIN,

though turkey raising in Texas 
was carried on as a side lino by 
farmers for many years, and still 
Is, It la also now regarded as an 
Important source of revenue In 
those •sections of tho state par- 
ticularly adapted to the commer- 
cial production of 
turkeys, 
It 


was pointed out in a recent sur- 
vey of the turkey raising Indus- 
try by Mrs. Clara H. Lewis edi- 
torial assistant in the University 
of Texas Bureau of Business Re- 
search. 


"The principal 
producing 
re- 


gions of the state 
Include 
the 


Brady-Brownwood area and 
the 


Cuero-Yoakum area where cllmat- 
lo 
conditions are 
favorable 
to 


the raising of 
turkeys, - where 


abundant feedstuffs and 
suitable 


range are available, and whero 
large primary markets have been 
established 
conveniently accessi- 


ble to tho 
producing 
sections," 


Mrs. Lewis said, 


'A general report released by 


the United States Department of 
Agriculture In September of this 
year states that 
while 
turkeys 
ire known to 
be 
considerably 


more numerous than in 1929, no 
accurate estimate of their pres- 
ent numbers Is 
available. 
The 
Federal Census reported 16,794,000 
turkeys raised In 1829, of which 
3,783,000 were produced in Texas; 
North Dakota ranked second in 
production with a total of 1,468,- 
XX), with Minnesota and 
Califor- 


nia ranking third and fourth re- 
spectively. 


Quality Improved. 


'To tho efforts of farm dem- 


on strators and turkey 
growers 


assolcatlons Is due the credit for 
much of the Improvement in the 
quality 
of turkeys 
raised 
on 


Texas farms In recent years; and 
the educational work of these or- 
ganizations has been an 
impor- 


tant factor In making the turkey 
industry more profitable to Texas 
farmers. 
Dressed 
turkey shows 


and other types of turkey exhib- 
its are held every year at sev- 
eral points In the State for the 
purpose of demonstrating to pro- 
ducers the most desirable varie- 
ties and qualities of birds neces- 
sary to command the 
highest 


market prices. Annual 
training 


schools are also conducted each 
fall for those wishing to qualify 
as licensed graders, who are nec- 
essary at shipping points to in- 
sure uniform grading and main- 
tain government standards. Both 
live and dressed birds are graded 
as prime, choice, or commercial, 
according to the quality of tur- 
keys offered for sale; and these 
grades are uaed when the tur- 
keys are sold to the consumer, 
so that the same grade stand- 
ards are applied as a basis of 
quality 
for both 
producer 
and 


consumer. 
"The 
establishment of 
turkey- 


dressing plants in most of tho 
marketing centers of the state 
makes it profitable for by far the 
greater number of turkeys to be 
shipped as dressed turkeys. When 
properly 
prepared 
and 
packed 


turkeys can be shipped at. much 
leas cost and with less danger 
of 1osa to tho shipper. From 9.5 
to 10 per cent of the weight of 
the turkey 
Is lost In dressing, 


but the higher price per pound 
and the lower cost of transporta- 
tion yields tho producer greater 


returns than when the flock 
is 


marketed as live birds. 


Many Cars Shipped. 
"Reports 
received by the Bu- 


reau of Business Research Indi- 
cated that 1,157 carloads of dress- 
ed turkeys and 84 cars of 
live 


turkeys \ ^re shipped from Texas 
stations to interstate points dur- 
ing the 1936 season from Wichita 
Falls, 
Brady. 
Plalnvlow, 
Sher- 


man, 
Brownwood, 
Fort 
Worth, 


San Angelo, Eastland, ,San An- 
tonio, Gonzales, Cuero, and other 
cltins In tho state. Those figures 
represent shipments only and do 
not account for the movement of 
turkeys by truck which are sold 
largely for local consumption, but 
for which no daia are available. 


"The turkey marketing season 


short—usually covering a pe- 


riod of from eight to ten weeks 
—beginning 
about 
tho 
second 


week of November and extending 
through part of January. 
The 


Department of 
Agriculture 
re- 


ports tfiat It Is expected that 58 
per cent of the turkey crop will 


marketed 
during 
November 


:his year, 37 per cent during De- 
cember, and the remaining 7 per 
cent after January 1. 


"The 
season 
this 
year 
has 


openeu slightly earlier than us- 
ual, partly because of the earlier 
latching of large 
numbers 
of 


Air! ^ys 
and 
better 
crop 
and 


•iinge conditions which have made 
t possible- to prepare the birds 
for market H advance of tho us- 
ual market opening. 


Government reports, based 
on 


returns from moro 
than 
seven 


thousand producers, estimate that 
tho turkey crop will he approxi- 
mately 10 per cent less than that 
of 
1936 for the country as 
a 


whole; howewver, by the same 
authority, the estimated number 
of turkeys produced in Texas la 
only 2 per cent below that of last 
year. 
The 
average 
weight 
of 


Texas turkeys this year Is ex- 
pected to be 14.7 pounds, which is 
two-tenths of a pound below the 
average estimated for the country 
as a whole. 


Producer Price Average. 
"The price per pound for live 


turkeys received by producers in 
tho United States for the 
last 


four years average 14.8 cents in 
November, although some Texas 
counties averaged only 13.5 cents. 
Tho market in Texas as in other 
states opened at 15 cents per 
pound this season, dropped to 14 
cents after the first few days, 
and later to 12 or 13 cents in 
somo markets. The Improvement 
in grado of Texas turkeys Is il- 
lustrated by the fact that In 193-1 
only 42 per cent of the total pro- 
duction marketed were of 
first 


quality, 53 per cent graded first 
class in 1035, and 67 per cent in 
1936. 
Tho work of Improving tho 


quality of turkeys is continuing; 
and it Is predicted that tho per- 
centage of prime grade turkeys 
snipped from Texas this year wil" 
bo higher than for any year in 
the past. 


"In order to otlmulate the sale 


of 
turkeys beyond the 
holiday 


season, somo producers plan 
to 


raise smaller than average size 
turkeys, which it is hoped wil 
increase the demand for turkeys 
as a yoar-around food. It is re- 
ported 
that 
experimental work 


Is being done on the canning 01 
whole turkeys, using the • method 
which hns been successful In can- 


ning whole cooked chickens; this 
may be a means of Increasing the 
consumption of turkeys. 


"Then 
tendency 
toward 
the 
revival of the turkey Industry in 
'he eastern and southern states, 
.ogether with the better feed sit- 
uation existing this year, has In- 
creased the distribution of tur- 
cey eggs from Texas, and many 
"arms have been able to dispose 
of their surplus supply over a 
wide area 
including 
Colorado, 


Iowa, Minnesota, Oklahoma, New 
York, New Jersey, 
and 
other 


eastern states. Turkey eggs sell 
for 13 or 14 cents per egg, and 
one marketing association reports 
.hat 239,799 eggs sold from Texas 
to northern hatcheries this year 
yielded $33,747.50. 


Raised All Over Nation. 


"Turkeys are raised to somo ex- 


tent In practically all parts of 
:ho United States, being at one 
,lme most numerous in the New 
England states. The wild varfe- 
tios from which 
our 
domestic 


stock has descended include the 
eastern wild turkey, which ranged 
over the eastern part 
of 
the 


Jnited States 
from 
Maine 
to 


Florida; the Florida wild turkey, 
which ranfrcd over southern Flor- 
da; the Rio Grande wild turkey, 
which 
ranged 
over 
Southern 


Texas ' and Northwewstern Mcx- 
co; and the Mexican wild turkey 
.vhloh ranged over Arizona, west- 
ern New Mexico, southern Colo- 
•ado, and Mexico. It is generally 
upposed that these wild varieties 
vere of common origin and that 
most of our domesticated varle- 
les, especially tho Bronze, have 
descended from the Mexican wild 
urkey.

Association recognizes as stand- 
ard 
varieties 
of 
turkeys 
the 


ironze, White Holland, Bourbon 
=lcd, Black, 
Narragansett, 
and 


Slate; of these, the Bronze usual- 
y attains the largest size. 


"The value of turkeys In Texas 


n 1929 was 
$8,645,685, or about 


one-third that of chickens. 
The 


turkey 
raising 
industry In this 
state has profited by such favor- 
able publicity as 
the 
'Turkey 


Trot," which attracts 
thousands 


of visitors to Cuero 
every 
two 


years, special exhibits of live and 
dressed turkeys, and other forms 
of 
advertising. 
Of 
the 
676.114 


farms reporting 
production 
of 


turkeys 
in 1935 In the 
United 


States, 114,004 were in Texas, and 
although 
Texas 
produces 
more 


turkeys than any other state, it 
is probable that a still greater 
percentage of the nation's supply 
of turkeys will come from Texas 
in the future."

USE OF MERCURY AS DRIVING 


POWER FOR SHIPS PLANNED AS 
COST REDUCED BY MARINE MEN 


By HOWARD.W. BLAKESLEE 
Associated Press Science Editor. 
.NEW YORK, Nov. 19.—</P)—An 
nvention to use mercury power— 
tho energy of hot molecules—to 
drive steamships and reduce the 
cost of shipping was announced 
today to the Society of Naval Ar- 
chitects and Marine engineers. 
The architects were 
Informed 


that the Normandie, transatlantic 
record holder, can substitute mer- 
cury for steam and cut her an- 
nual fuel 
bill $400,000, with no 


speed loss. 


The proposal for this new type 


of sea power was made by Wil- 
liam L. R, Emmett, Schncctady, 
N, Y., engineer who started use 
of 
mercury 
power 
eight 
years 


ago. 
Five American plants are 
using It but mercury has never 
been feasible at sea, 
An Improvement In boilers, Em- 


mett said, recently made at the 
Plttsfleld, Mass., General Electric 
mercury power plant, makes it 


possible to extend the new hot 
molecule principle, and 
In many 
cases mercury can bo Installed on 
existing steamships. 


Mercury power is made exactly 
like steam. 
The metal vaporizes 
and turns a turbine the same as 
steam. But It puts more of the 
heat of tho fuel to work than doea 
steam power. 
This extra efficiency 
of mer- 
cury is due to a seeming paradox 
Its 
vapor 
develops 
very 
little 


pressure. 
It will take a tremen- 


dous heat with very little pres- 
sure Increase. 
But scientists 
explain 
that 
steam's tremendous pressures are 
really only necessary evils. The 
heat 
Is what 
really 
docs 
the 
work. 
The proof that they are 
right Is in the efficiency reports 
of the 
five power plants using 


mercury. 
With steam one pound 


of coal will light a 60 watt elec- 
tric lamp 16 2-3 hours. With mer- 
cury the same pound will light 
the lamp 24 hours.

Vice President Garner has grown 
weary of speeches after some 35 
years in congress, but even he sat 
down and listened when Senator 
Dixie Bibb Graves of Alabama had 
her say about lynching. 


Close attention — something no 


other senator has had this session 
—was accorded Mrs. Graves •-hen 
she took part yesterday In the fili- 
buster against the antl-lynching 
bill.

"I am not going to talk just to 
consume time," she said. "I just 
want to tell you what I think about 
the bill." 


Twenty minutes later, when she 
had finished, her colleagues ap- 
plauded. It was a rarely-given tri- 
bute, frowned on by rules. Republi- 
cans joined democrats In shaking 
her hand. 


Tho new Alabama senator, ap- 


pointed to office by her governor- 
husband, arose from hor maiden 
senate speech after a series of con- 
sultations with her southern col- 
leagues. 
"I 
abhor 
lynching," she said 
quietly. 


"But no emergency exists. Lynch- 
ing Is rapidly decreasing. • • • 


"There Is no justice In this bill." 
Hor voice was hoarse with emo- 


tion: 


"If you pass this bill you will 
say to the world that wo have a 
group of southern states that car 
not or will not enforce the law, and 
that we will send our federal law 
down to take control." 
Mrs. Graves urged "misinform- 
ed" proponents to investigate con- 
ditions. 
"You will find In every section 


of the south," she said, "local 
peace officers who are anxious and 
alert to protect their prisoners." 
The antl-lynching bill would seek 


to punish peace officers with jail 
terms and 
political subdivisions 


with damages in event of lynch- 
ings. 
"What justice 
Is there," Mrs 
Graves asked, "In punishing thous- 
ands of taxpayers of a county be- 
cause, perchance, one law officer 
has failed to do his full duty in en- 
forcing the law? 
"A general wrong in answer to 
a specific wrc>"~ is always wrong.' 


"It was the best speech made on 
this bill by anybody," Democratic 
Leader Barkley said afterward.

SHANGHAI^" Nov. 20,— 


(/P)—A J a p a n e s e army 
spokesman declared today 
fifteen 
Japanese 
soldiers 


under a second lieutenant 
captured Soochow, keystone 
of 
China's 
"Hindenburg 


line," without firing a shot. 


The spokesman declared that the 


fall of Soochow, 50 miles west of 
Shanghai, was "one of the most 
amazing captures of an important 
city in all the annals of war." 


According to this account there 
was no real Chinese resistance at 
Soochow, considered the gate to

tration measures—executive reor- 
ganization and regional planning— 
was tho prospect of still more fili- 
bustering against the antl-lynch- 
Ing bill. A motion for its considera- 
tion had tied the senate up all 
week and it has the right-of-way 
once farm control is voted.

SPEED OF 311.42 MILES PER 


HOUR REACHED BY ENG- 


LISHMAN ON FRIDAY , 


BONNE V I L L E S A L T 


LAKE FLATS, Nov. 19.— 
(fl5)— Capt. George 
Eyston 


of England today set a new 
world's land speed record 
of 311.42 miles per hour. 


The genial captain from 


London flashed through the 
mile and back aagin In "Thunder- 
bolt," a 24-cyllnder racing giant, 
for an average of 11.56 seconds. 
Eyston's speed, the fastest man 
has ever traveled in an automo- 
bile, exceeded Sir Malcolm Camp- 
bell's record of 301.1292 miles per 
hour by a wide margin. 
Campbell's mark, which with- 
stood two previous assaults by 
Eyston, was achieved here In Sep- 
tember, 1935. 


Eyston, a thin, seeholarly man 


of 40, who retired from the Brit- 
ish army several years ago, clip- 
ped the northward 
mile in 11.70 
seconds for an average speed of 
305.34 miles per hour and then 
sped back in 11.33 seconds for an 
almost unbelievable mark of 317.74 
miles per hour. 


Campbell, on the outward 
run, 
was clocked at 11.83 seconds for 
304.311 miles per hour and at 12.08 
seconds for 298.013 miles per hour 
on the return trip. 


Eyston also shattered the kilo- 
meter record of 276.16 miles per 
hour 
established 
at 
Daytona 
Beach, Fla. 


Eyston's average speed for tho 


kilometer was 
312.20 miles 
per 
hour. 
Ho was clocked at 305.53 
and 319.11 miles per hour for tho 
two kilometer tests. 


"Thunderbolt," a massive, seven 


ton, eight wheeled racer which 
Eyston and his experts "threw" to- 
gether in six short months, per- 
formed perfectly after the captain 
had remedied clutch trouble which 
dogged previous efforts. 


Eyston, after surpassing the rec- 


ord twice before, conserved his 
machine on the 
first trip and 


made his supreme effort on the re- 
turn journey. 


The 3,100 horsepower giant belch- 
ed fire from four exhausts as it 
streaked through the mile at 317.74 
miles per hour. 
A whirlwind of 
salt stirred from this dry lake 
bed in Western Utah as the ma- 
chine split the cool autumn air 
like a bullet. 


"I knew I was going faster than 
I'd ever traveled before when I 
made th* run back," Captain Ey- 
ston said. "Just before I entered 
the measured 
mile, my goggles 


began fluttering from the wind. 
had to drive with one hand while 
I set them straight. 
"It was a hell of a run and I 
don't mean that profanely."

— #P>— A Norfolk 
and 
Western 
passenger train, plowing through 
a blinding snowstorm, was wreck- 
ed five miles west of Bluefield 
.today, injuring 53 persons 
and 
killing two. 


Miss Georgia Clyburn of Bram- 
wcll, W. Va., and Frank Booker, 
35, a negro, riding in separate 
coaches, were killed. 
Frank Booker. 35, Williamson 
negro, was killed. 


Two passenger coaches and two 
baggage cars left the rails, 
one 


of the coaches, carrying several 
women and children, rolled down 
a bank and came to rest on the 
edge of the Bluestono river. 
The cause of the accident was 
not determined. 
Ambulances and 


private automobiles 
brought 
the 
injured to hospitals hero. 


The coach 
which went 
down 
the bank was badly battered in- 
side. 
Passengers 
were 
hurled 


violently about. 


J. W. Dickenson, an 
employe 
at 
the Bluestone 
power house, 


crashed the window next to him 
as he felt the coach overturning. 
He tried to jump through 
the 
window but the falling car pin- 
ned him beneath it. 


Three doctors stood by while 
workers spent two hours trying 
to get him free. At the hospital 
It was said his condition 
was 
critical. 


The train, No. 34, was all steel. 
It did not carry pullmans. 


The tracks were torn up for 
several hundred yards and with 
the three huge coaches over the 
rails, workers said it would be 
several 
hours 
before 
the 
main 


line was cleared. The locomotive 
was not derailed. 


While snow swirled around the 
battered coaches, rescue workers 
tolled for two hours up and down 
slippery banks bringing out In- 
jured. 


The interior of the car which 


went down tho bank was twist- 
ed and torn. Hundreds of blood- 
stains gave evidence of how the 
occupants had been tossed against 
top and .ides In the terrifying 
descent.
